Corsicans! Let thofe who glory in the Ge- 
noefe, or any other foreign, name, be looked 
upon as gracelefs fons that renounce their own 
mother ! We feparate from them ; we will have 
no communications with them ; we look upon 
them as bafe, pufillanimous wretches, who be- 
tray and furrender up the glorious ftate of free- 
dom they were born to enjoy. We fhall op- 
pofe them by-all the means in our power, ’till, 
having brought them to a fenfe of their duty, 
they join with us in defending the common in- 
heritance of their anceftors. 

‘* The antient bravery of the Corsicans

Whether they are Corficans 
or Englifhmen, muft be left to the reader here, 
but to the jury in another places for it can’t be 
doubted but Mr. Attorney wil! have orders to 
profecute. This, it muft be owned, was the

We hear that the parliament will “fit for the dif- 
patch of Bufinefson Thurfday the 16th of Novem- 
ber next.

Yefterday fe’nnight the African company entered 
200 ounces of filver coin for their factories. 

Wednefday was held a general court of the Lon- 
don Affurance company, whena dividend of § s. per 
fhare was declared for the half year’s intereft, due 
at Michaelmas, on the ftock of that company, pay- 
able the 2oth inftant. 

On Thurfday at a Meeting of the royal college of 
phyficians, at their college in Warwick lane, came 
on the election of officers for the year enfuing, when 
Dr. William Wafey was continued prefident, Sir 
William Brown continued cenfor and treafurer, & 
Dr. Addams, Dr. Lawrence and Dr. Milward, 
chofen cenfors. 

The Rt. Rev. the Lord Bifhop of London has 
collated the Rev. Dr. Browne, his lordfhips chap- 
lain, to che prebend of Willefden, in the cathedral. 
church of St. Paul, vacant by the death of the Rev. 
Mr. Turner. 

Law week died at Bath, of the gout in his fto- 
mach, Samuel Potts, Efq,; one of the fix clerks in 
the General Poft Office. 

On Thurfday latt died, much lamented, Mrs. 
Withers, of Hall, near Bafingftoke, Hampfhire, 
relict of Charles Withers, Efg; And on the Sa- 
turday following dicd, of an illnefs occafioned by a 
too conftant attendance on her mother, Mifs Wi- 
thers, her cldeft daughter, whofe good fenfe, fweet- 
nefs of temper, and diffufive charity rendered her 
the ornament and fupport of her whole neighbour- 
hood. 

On Tuefday morning died at Exeter, after a te- 
dious illnefs, of a nervous Atrophy, which he bore 
to the lait with great patience and tranquility of mind 
in the 59th year of his age, Dr. Michael Lee Dicker, 
an eminent phyfician of that city, skilful & fucceff- 
ful in his profeffion. 

A gardner at Chelfea having two fons, one about 
nine years old, and the other two, the eldeft laft 
Monday, in the abfence of his mother, hanged his 
brother, but before he was quite dead fhe fortunately 
returned and cut him down, and after proper means 
made ufe of, he recovered. The reafon that in- 
duced him to commit this unnatural action, was 
Owing to the mother’s being over fond of the young 
child. 

On Saturday !aft in the a‘ternoon as Mr. Godfrey, 
a goldfmith, and Mr. Fielding an engraver, were 
going in a chaife to Lord Onflow’s, at Clendon, 
near Guildford in Surry, they were robbed on the 
caufey, leading to his lordfhip’s houfe, by a fingle 
highway manwell mounted, who not being fatisficd 
with his booty, obliged them to turn their pockets 
infide out, and looked into the feat of the chaife, but 
finding nothing, turned back and rode off tull fpeed. 
He behaved with great calmnefs and gentility the 
whole time. 

Some days ago, a boy bclonging to the Grange 
Inn, in Cary itreet, robbed his mafter of two guineas 
out of a bag; the money was miffed, but nobody 
could tell who had got it; at length the boy went 
to a chairman whom he knew, told him he had got 
fhoncy, and defired his affiftance in buying him fome 
clothes ; but the cheirman having perfuaded him to 
go back to his mafter, the whoie ftory came out, & 
about 35s. being found upon him, he was on Wed- 
7 morning committed to Bridewell by juftice 

Mielding. 

On *Fuctday a carman was convicted at Guildhall, 
before Mr. Alderman Dickenfon, of fwearing five 
profane oaths, and for non-payment of the forfeiture 
and charge of conviétion, and failure of fecurity for 
the fame, he was committed to Bridewell to hard 
abour for 16 days, purfuant to the late ftatute. 

On Saturday Thomas Smith, of the parifh of Lam- 
beth, victualler, was convicted before William Clark, 
Efq; in the penalty of 40s; for vending of Geneva, 
and taking of wearing apparel, asa pledge, for the 
payment of the fame, contrary to the late ftatute in 
that cafe made and provided. 

William Harvey, an Irifhman, who abfconded 
his Country fome Time ago, on account of a mur- 
der that was committed in a quarrel between the 
Ormond — and Liberty Boys, and came over to 
England and entered into a gang of the moft defpe- 





rate and bloody villaifis as ever infefted the ftreets of 
this metropolis, was committed by the fame magi 
trate to the New Goal, Southwark . for returning 
from tranfportation. 

Laft Saturday was committed by John May, Efq; 
Mayor of Gravefend, a waterman, who, with ano- 
ther not yet taken, robbed a poor man of five fhil- 
lings and three halfpence. ‘T-hey had agreed to car- 
ry him over the Water to Tilbury for four fhillings, 
which was depofited in the hands of a perfon, to be 
paid them on their return; but when they had got 
him into the boat, and very near the oppolite fhore, 
they threatned him, with feveral imprecations, to 
hang him up unlefs he immediately paid them a gui- 
nea over and above the four fhillings, and on his re- 
fufal continued rowing backwards and forwards near 
three hours, which fo intimidated him as to occafion 
his giving them the above fum, which was all he had 
in his pocket; they afterwards demanded the four 
fhillings of the perfons in whofe hands it was depo- 
fited. 

A famous outlawed fmuggler, named Boxer, who 
has been abroad apwards of 7 years, was taken a few 
days ago at Folkftone, and brought to the New 
Goal laft Tucfday, in order to take his trial at the 
Old Bailey. 

Thurfday Mr. Recorder, made his report of the 
capital conviéts to their excellencies the Lords Juf- 
tices, when they were pleafed to order the three fol- 
lowing for execution on Wednefday next : 

Matthew Lee for a highway robbery. 

John Wilks, for a ftreet robbery. 

Thomas Butler for returning from tranfporta- 
tion, 

It is faid that Col. Halket’s regiment of foot, now 
quartered at Limeric in Ireland, wili foon embark 
for Nova Scotia. 

There is advice that the Torrington man of war, 
of forty guns, from England, is fafe arrived at Hal- 
lifax in Nova Scotia. 

We are informed, that in many of the plantations 
in Maryland, by reafon of the worm and other ac- 
cidents, there is likely to be but indifferent crops of 
Tobacco this Year. 

The five fail of thips fitting out for Guinea, in the 
fervice of the New African company, are compleat- 
ing with all expedition for their voyage. 

By a private letter from Norwich we are inform- 
ed, that the journeymen wool-comhers of that city, 
mentioned to have retired to a heath, where they 
erected booths, and lived without committing any 
irregularities, have, upon their mafters fending to 
them, and promifing their ufual wages, fhared their 
bank hetween them, amounting to 11. 5s. per 
man, and are returned to work, to the great joy of 
that city. 

By letters from Fort St. David’s, of Feb. 27, & 
brought by the Warwick Indiaman, there is advice, 
that Capt. Clive had obliged the French and their al- 
lies to retire from before Arcott, killed a great num- 
ber of men, and put the reft to flight. That the 
Englith under Jingan, had drove the French from 
betore Trichenapali. That two Nabobs in the French 
intereft had come over to the Englith with a great 
number of men, and that the French in their turn 
were furrounded ; fo that it is not doubted but the 
next fhip from thofe parts will bring an account of 
their having farrendered, as they were in great diftrefs 
for want of provifions, Thefe letters add, that M. 
Dupleix had fent propofals to the Englith for an ac- 
commodation, in the preamble of which he fet forth, 
that he only fuccoured the Indians that fued to him 
for affiftance, and hoped that every thing would be 
fettled to the mutual fatisfaétion and advantage of 
the two companies, and that all animofities and hof- 
tilities would ceafe. 

They write from New York, Auguft 18, that 
Capt. Furlow was arrived there from the bay of 
Honduras by whom we have advice, that the Spa- 
niards have made a fettlement near that place, from 
whence they lately fent feveral armed crafts to the 
Bay and carried off all the negroes of the Englith, 
which had obliged moft of the chiefs of the Bay to 
retire for Jamaica and the Mufquetta fhore. Capt. 
Furlow left 3 Englith thips in the Bay.

As foon as the final conient of the 
court of Vienna fhall arrive at Hanover, notice will 
be given of it at Manheim, to the end that the Elec- 
tor Palatine may fend his minifter with full powers, 
in order to fign the convéntion at Hanover before the 
departure of the King of Great Britain to England. 
This Ector being once fatisfied, it’s not doubted 
but that the EleGtor of Cologn will join his concur- 
rence, and aét in concert with the other Electors, 
who are convinced of the ncceflity of proceeding, 
without delay, to the Election of a King of the Ro- 
mans. 


FRANCE. 


Paris, Sept. 18. The King of Poland, Duke of 
Lorrain, who came to congratulate the Dauphin 
upon his recovery, will return tomorrow or next 
day, to Luneville. 

It’s believed that the commiffary deputies for exa- 
mining into the difputes between the clergy and par- 
liament have made their report, and given in their 
opinion to his Majefty ; but hitherto their decifions 
are kept fecret. 

The Dauphin, who returned on the 14th from 
Mendon to Verfailles, found himfelf indifpofed. The 
next day that prince complained of the head-ach. 
In the evening he had a flight fit of a fever, but this 
day he is much better. 

Paris, Sept. 25. The perfon who was fo impru- 
dent as to put in the hands of the Dauphin fome 
late arrets of the parliament of paris has been fent to 
the houfe of Corre&tion. The king is at Fontain- 
bleau, and the Infanta Duchefs of Parma is expect- 
ed there in two days time. It is reported that the 
court has received from Marfailles fome difpatches 
from Conftantinople, that are faid to be of great im- 
portance. 

Paris, Sept. 30. By advices lately received here 
from Rioni in Auvergn we are ailured, that the in- 
habitants there had felt a violent fhock of an earth- 
quake; that it took its courfe from north to fouth 
and was accompanied with a noife much like that of 
a highwind whiftling thro’ the trees of a thicket; 
but we don’t hear of any fatal confequences that at- 
tended it. The fame fhock was felt at Clermont, 
and other places in that neighbourhood. 


SPAIN. 


Madrid, Aug. 15, O.S. Yefterday was opened 
at the college belonging to the jefuits, thei: new ma- 
thematical Academy, and not only a great number 
of perfons of diftinétion, but of the protoundeft eru- 
dition, were prefent at their public act. 

We are credibly informed, that on the repeated 
remonftrances of the merchants of this kingdom, the
